FIRE AT FORREST CITY.

The Thrlrinir and Prosperous Town

Almost Corned Down Fearful
Conflagration.

Nearlr One Hundred Thousand Dollars"

Worth or Property Destroyed

Etc j Etc

Forrest City, A lire, May 22. The
following is the Times' s account of the
fire here last night

The alarm of Are was again sounded
in our city about two o'cloclrthis morn
ing, and this time proved to be no ca
nard, as the flames soon burst through
the roof of the Forrest house, a large
frame building on the north side and on
the western end of Front street. The
flames rapidly covered the building,
forcing Mr. Brooks and his guests to
make a hasty retreat, all of whom lost
their wardrobes. The house was owned
by Nazor O. Rhodes, and was valued at
$6000, being insured for $2500, and the
furniture for $1000. Mr. Bhodes's loss
will reach $5000. Mr. Brooks, the les

lost everything. Insured in the
Peoples, of Philadelphia, for $2500, and
Atlantic and Pacific, of Chicago, $500
on building, and $500 on the furniture
and stock. From the Forrest house the
flames leaped across the alley, firing the
building occupied by Webb & Vaughan

the east as a lager-be- er saloon,
They lost everything. The building
was owned in Memphis, and was worth
$3000, and was not insured. The
flames continued going eastward, next
devouring the building owned by John
ituuney, ana occupied by him as a
saloon. But little of his stock was saved,
and on which his loss reaches $3000 inclu
ding the building. Dyes' a drug-stor-e was
the next to follow, though he succeeded
in saving the larger portion of his stock,
but in a damaged condition. Dr. Dyes's
building was worth $3000, and insured
for $750 in the Atlantic and Pacific, of
Chicago. He also had a policy for $750
on his stock in the same company. His
loss will reach $2000. The house former
ly occupied by Brown & Wolfe, but at
tbe time of the fire vacant, was the next
doomed, and was valued at $3000, with
no Insurance. Then came the building
on the eastern corner of Washington
and Front streets, owned by a Memphis
firm, and occupied by John B.
Gurley as a dry-goo- and gro-

cery house. Mr. Gurley had but
recently added to his stock, and he is
probably tbe heaviest loser. He suc-
ceeded in saving a large portion of his
stock, yet his loss will reach $8000 or
$10,000. He was insured as follows:
Virginia, $1000; .Etna, or Chicago,
$1000; Peoples, of little Rock, $1500;
Peoples of Philadelphia, $1500. In the
same building, second story, was the
Western Union telegraph office, but
Mr. Priddy, the operator, managed to
save all the instruments, and their loss
will be small. The building was in-

sured in the Clay insurance company, of
Newport, Kentucky, for $2000. About
the time this building was half-burne- d,

the remainder of the block; running
north was discovered to be on fire in
several places, and the streets were
crowded with people making efforts to
keep the flames from the east side of
Washington street The following is a
list of the sufferers on the north
ead of Washington street, west side:
Jake Morris's saloon and confectionery,
$12,000; the building was owned in
Memphis, and was valued at $2500; no
Insurance. John N. Cotton, loss on
building $3000, and $4000 or $5000 on
stock. Mr. Cctton saved some of his
stock. The second story was occupied
by Dr. Dooley, dentist, and J. P.
Thomason, lawyer. Dr. Dooley saved
nothing, and his loss will reach near
$500. Mr. Thomason saved a portion
of his 'library, and his loss will not
reach above $300. Mr. Cotton had no
insurance, his policy having expired at
twelve o'clock Thursday, fourteen hours
before the fire. Stewart & Bros, loss on
an unoccupied building, $1500; Mrs.
Cole's loss on her building, in which
there was a barber-sho- p, $1500. The
barber, Beed, saved everything. The
house belonging to the estate of Thomas
Carroll, deceased, and occupied as a
meat market, was burned, loss $1000.

The next building burned was an
office, valued at $500. The millinery
store of Mrs. Reynaud was owned by
Mrs. Winthrop, and was worth $2500;
no Insurance. Mrs. Reynaud's loss will
reach $500. The last building to burn
was the residence of Mr. Kit Cobbs.who,
in attempting toeave his neighbors'
property, lost, with his residence, nearly
all of his household and kitchen furni
ture. His loss Is fully 54000; no Insur-

ance. There are many surmises and ru-

mors as to the real origin of thefire.some
attributing it to a defective flue, while
others lay it to carelessness. However, we
know that a defective flue has heretofore
been the cause of frequent alarms.

The Agricultural Congress Pnbllo
Lands and 41ilitar7 ASalrs The

Deficiency Bill.

The CItII Rights BUI Debate Continued
War Claims In the House

Etc., Etc, Bit,

Washington, May 22. Senator
Morrill Vt presented a memorial from
tne national agricultural. conRress, re
cently in session in Georgia, asking that
one-ha- lf of the proceeds of the sale of
public lands be used toward the support
oi agricultural coueges, eaucation ana
labor.

Senator Oalesby, from the committee
on public land, reported favorably on
the bill to settle certain accounts be-
tween the United States and the States
of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. Placed
on tbe calendar.

Senator Logan, from the committee
on military affairs, reported favorably on
tbe house bill authorizing the President
to issue army rations and clothing to the
destitute people on the Tombigbee and
AJaoama rivers, rasseu.

Senator Wright calledttup the report
made by the conference committee
Wednesday noon the bill to facilitate the
exportation of distilled spirits and
amendatory acta in relation thereto, and
it was agreed to.

Senator Boutwell, from the commit.
tee on commerce, reported favorably on
tue bin appropriating sixty-tw- o thou
sand nine hundred and slzty-on-e dollars
ior tne renei oi wimam is. Uiiom&s.
late collector of customs for the port of
Philadelphia, this being the amount
embezzled by subordinates In his onice.

Senator Logan, from the committee
on military affairs, reported favorably
on the house bill to extend the time for
filing claims for additional bounties,
under the act of July 2S, 1866.

Feiidintr the discussion, the mom'incr
hour expired, and the bill went over.

Senator Morrill iJSie.l, from the com
mittee on appropriations, reported back
to the house the bill in relation to the
centennial exposition, with an amend-
ment. Placed on the calendar. He also
presented a memorial from the board of
centennial commissioners on the sub
ject, which was ordered to be printed
and laid on tbe table.

Senator Morrill gave notice that he
would ask the senate to take up the bill
at the earliest opportunity.

Senator amlln called up the bill to
amend the act of May 10, 1872, to pro-
mote the development of the mining re-
sources of the Unijed States. Passed.

The speaker announced that the civil
rights bill was unfinished, upon which
the senator from NewJersey Stockton
was entitled to the floor.

Senator Sargent asked that the civil
rights bill be laid aside, that the defici-
ency appropriation bill might be taken
UD4 . .. . ....senator I'reiingiiuyaan objected.

Senator Sargent then stave notice that
he would call up the deficiency bill at
the earliest opportunity.

Tbe consideration ot tbe civil neuts
bill was resumed, when Senator Stock-
ton concluded his yesterday's argument.
He said one of the saddest things about
tbe bill was that the gentlemen who ad-
vocated it did not see the eflects of it.
He had as much right to see the condi-
tion of the colored men improved as any
one else, but denied it could be done un-
der this bill, as it would break up the
wnoie system ot common scuoois. Tne
passage of this bill would be an act of
tyranny similar to that which has caused
revolution after revolution in Ireland.
It would be taxlne the TThite people for
tbe education of the colored race Just as
England taxed for the support of an es
tablished church those of another faith.
He had no hope of changing any man's
vote by what he said, as a Republican
caucus had determined this as they do
many other matters in secret He had
heard his colleague Frelinghuysen say
that the passage of this bill was a duty,
but he Stockton knew it was Dot a
duty imposed on him by the legislature
of New Jersey.

senator Jreiinsbuysensaiil be Knew of
no party or caucus obligations to compel
Republican senators to vote for the bill.
Tbe whole matter was left to their indi-
vidual opinions. The duty which he re-

ferred to in bis former remarks was the
duty imposed on him by tbe judiciary
committee to report the bill. When he
entered the senate he swore to support
the constitution of the United States,
which he declared equality for all. In
advocating this bill he was only dis-
charging his sworn duty to secure equal
rights to every citizen of the United
States.

Senator Boutweil and others partici
pated in the debate, which was contin-
ued until the close of the day, without
any result,

Mr. Lawrence, from the committee on
war claims, reported a bill making ap-
propriations for payment of the claims
reported allowed by the commissioners
of claims, under act of March 3, 1871.
He stated tbat the bill allowed one thou- -'

sand different claims, aggregating six
hundred and seventy-si- x thousand two
hundred and seventy-fou- r thousand dol-
lars. He moved to strike out of the bill
an item of forty-fiv- e thousand one hun-
dred and sixty-on- e dollars to William
Bailey, of Rapides parish, Louisiana,
for cotton taken and destroyed. He ar-
gued that proofs were against Bailey's
loyalty, be having sold cotton to the
Confederates in the early part of the
war.

Mr. Hazleton, another member of the
committee, opposed the motion, and
claimed that the evidence was in favor
of the genuine loyalty of Bailey.

The motion was opposed by two other
members of the commutes, Messrs. Kel-
logg acd Harris, and was advocated by
Mr. Lawrence. Finally a vote was
taken, and the house refused to
strike out On motion of Mr. Lener an
item of four hundred and fifty dollars
was Inserted for the trustees of Manas-
sas public school. The bill was then
passed, and the house went Into com-
mittee of the whole on the private cal-

endar, Mr. Hosklns in the chair;
A number of private bills were passed,

among them one for the relief of the
widows and orphans of the soldiers mur
dered by guerrillas in lenuaiia, mis- -

A JOINT CONFERENCE.
A joint conference of tbe board of

public health and charities with mem
bers oi ine cociai science association,
was Held tnis morning. JJr. Stephen
Smith read an essay on the duties of
city health boards. He thought that
the first duty of a health board was to
effect a more complete system of vital
registration, which should not only in
clude a record of births, deaths and mar-
riages, hut should also include tbe
classification ot diseases by adoption of
proper sanitary measures. Cholera had
ost its terror, and tbe ravages or small

pox and yellow-fev- er had been limited.
The proper duties of health boards were
to prevent commerce and emigration
from interfering with public health, to
isolate all cases of contagious diseases,
to destroy the; contagious principle, and
to thoroughly supervise atl trades and
business which tended to create special
disease. The scholars should also be
nperlntended, bad dwellings be vacated

or cleaned, nuisances abated, intern'
perance suppressed, and the health
of the public in general guarded.

PAUPERISM AND THE ?r' TAL EVIL.

frem the department of social economy.

The effects of an Irredeemable paper
currency had. been made to stimulate
speculations androb labor.of its earnings.

The remedy
for pauperism was that the relief afford-
ed should be connected with labor as
much as possible.
